and dangerous in the extreme. Its name 
is a subterfuge, it is an income tax and 
not an excise tax. It has the vices of 
income taxes without the merits of an 
income tax law rightly framed. The 
states cannot frame income tax laws that 
are workable because they lack jurisdic- 
tion of the sources of income and incomes 
must be reached at source to be taxed 
effectively. If incomes are to be taxed 
the United States must tax them. In 
any event the United States should have

FALL RIVER-BOSTON 
CANAL PLAN AROUND 
DROGK TON 13 URGED 


An 
proposed for the Boston section of the 
contemplated connecting Boston 
Harbor with Fall River may revive the 
so-called Brockton cafhal scheme, with 
The route surveyed 
by authority of an act of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature of ‘1901 was through 
Taunton and Brockton to Weymouth, 
and the estimated cost was $57,618,358. 

In the river and harbor bill passed by 
the last Congress, Representative Wil- 
liam S. Greene of Fall River secured a 


place for a paragraph relative to mak- 
ing a preliminary report on the feasi- 
bility of a canal through Rhode Island 
and from Fall River to Boston, by way 
of the Taunton river. 

This would leave Brockton, the city 
which led in developing the canal plan, 
off the route; but it would eliminate 
some natural obstacles and would, it is 
estimated, cost but about half what the 
canal would by way of Brockton. 

Such a waterway across Massachu- 
setts has been discussed in connection 
with a proposed continuation from Nar- 
ragansett bay across Rhode Island, back 
of Point Judith, to a point back of Watch 
Hill, R. I. There are practically no difli- 
culties in the way of the Rhode Island 
canal. The engineers have already flagged 
a route, which closely follows the shore 
line, where there is nothing more to do 
than to dredge the channel through the 
lowlands connecting the numerous bodies 
of water. With the proposition to utilize 
the Taunton river it begins to look as if

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Brockton was necessitated by the word- 
ing of the statute making the appropria- 
tion therefor. No alternate routes not 
passing through Taunton, Brockton and 
Weymouth would be considered under the 
act. It has, however, been brought to my 
attention that a canal with a much 
lower summit level—the highest point 
on the route surveyed under the act was 
160 feet above the mean sea level and 
is located just north of the city of 
Brockton—could be constructed by fol- 
lowing with certain cut-offs the valley of 
the Taunton river for a considerable dis- 
tance above Taunton, thence crossing the 
divide at an elevation of between 60 and 
80 feet above sea level.” 

Roughly speaking the route: indorsed 
as practical by Colonel Sanford would | 
branch off of the Weir in Taunton and 
take the canal around the eastward of 
Brockton and follow closely the line of 
the Massachusetts:coast along the South 
Shore, bringing the canal out at Hing- 
ham harbor, south of Weymouth, where 
the canal surveyed under the act of the 
Legislature would have come out. To 
construct a canal over this new route 
would cost about one half of what the 
estimated cost of the canal surveyed 
under legislative action would be. 

Colonel Sanford also points out that 
of the total estimate of $57,618,358 for 
the Brockton route, only 40 per cent is 
for excavation. Locks and _ lock ap- 
proaches constitute 29 per cent of the 
cost, the remainder being made up of 
water supply plant, right of way, dam- 
ages, highway bridges and_ railroad 
bridges, and highway changes. 

By the Taunton river-North river route 
the number of railroad lines that would 
be crossed would be either four or five, 
depending on the route taken from the 
mouth of the North river to Boston 
harbor, and in addition the existing 
drawbridges at Somerset and Slades 
ferry, whereas the Brockton route would 
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cross the railroad lines at eight places 


in addition to the existing drawbridges 
at Somerset and Slades ferry and the 
freight yard in Brockton, if no diver- 
sion of the railroad lines were made. 
The cost of right of way and land 
damages by the Taunton-North river 
route would be very much less than by 
the Brockton route, as the former passes 
through no towns of importance after 
leaving Taunton, and in general lies in a 
comparatively sparsely settled portion of 
Massachusetts. The proposed route would 
undoubtedly be considered objectionable 
by the people of Brockton, if no provi- 
sion was made for giving water trans- 


portation to that city. This could be}{ 


done by a branch canal, which Colonel 
Sanford thinks would seem a better so- 
lution of the question than to carry a 
eanal over the high level on which 
Brockton is situated, necessitating many 
locks and large expense, both in original 
cost and from operation to provide for 
supplying an adequate amount of water 
to the summit level. 

Colonel Sanford said in conclusion: 

“It appears probable that a complete 
survey would show the possibility with- 
in reasonable cost of constructing a canal 
at sea level on the proposed route. The 
advantage of this, if found practicable 
as regards the elimination of delays in 
passing the canal, as well as the « cost 
of lock and water supply plant, are, of 
course, very apparent. Such a canal 
can also be easily kept open during the 
winter.” 

Under the terms of the paragraph 
which Congressman Greene has inserted 
in the river and harbor bill it will not 
be long before something will be done 


in the way of getting at the facts which | 


will show the feasibility of this proposell 
great waterway from Long Island sound 
to Narragansett bay and thence through 
the proposed canal from Fall River to 
Hull bay.

COLORADO FORESTS’ YIELD 
TO AID SCHOOLS AND ROADS 


Senator Guggenheim Learns 
That State National Re- 
serves’ Profit Is Nearly 
$200,000. 


DENVER—Wilbur L. Moore, acting 
secretary of the department of agricul- 
ture, has advised Senator Simon Guggen- 
heim that the net receipts from the na- 
tional forests in Colorado during the 
year beginning July 1, 1908, and ending 
June 30, 1909, approximate $198,084, and 
that under the terms of the agricultural 
appropriation act for 1909, 25 per cent 
of this money will be paid to Colorado 
for the benefit of the public schools and 
public roads of the counties in which the 
forest reserves are situated. 

The secretary of the treasury has not 
vet determined the exact distributive 
share of Colorado, but the money is to 
be expended as the state Legislature 
may prescribe. The reserves in Colorado 
and the receipts therefrom, as reported 
to Senator Guggenheim, are as follows:

TO AID PITTSBURG 


City Administration Aims to 
Borrow Seven Million Dol- 
lars for New Municipal 
Constructive Policy. 


PITTSBURG-—-If the plans of the city 
administration do not fail, a big bond 
issue, Which will not only care for the or- 
dinary current expenses of the municipal- 
ity which are beyond the scope of the nor- 
mal revenue, but embark in a municipal 
constructive policy to which the city 
has been a stranger, will be voted on 
at this fall election. 

Nearly $7,000,000 is included in the 
totals, of which $3,000,000 jis for vari- 
ous items of improvement and exten- 
sion of the water supply. Three hun- 
dred thousand dollars is to be set aside 
as the 10 per cent of the total the city 
is to contribute toward freeing the toll 
bridges between the city proper and 
former Allegheny. The county com- 
missioners will pay the rest. 

One million dollars is to be used in 
cutting down a hill in the downtown 
business section and carting the dirt to 
the low-lying streets along the river 
bank to raise them above flood level.

The United States constitution declares that no state shall be 
formed or crected within the jurisdiction of any other state, and 
that no state shall be formed by the junction of two or more states, 
Or parts of states. without the consent of the legislatures of the 
states concerned and of Congress. It is obvious that California 
as a Whole would not give its consent to such a division; it 1s 
vequally obvious that the reasons advanced for separation would 
not move Congress to agree to it even if the southern half of the 
state should outvote the northern on the proposition. 

‘Californians may well be left to adjust the present difficulty 
In their own time and in their own way. There has been discontent 
In other states from time to time arising out of similar causes. 
-Chicage once thought that “the country down the state” was getting 
more trom the state treasury than it was entitled to, and talked 
of forming a state of its own. Nansas City, Mo., once put forth 
the proposition that it be permitted to join the state of Kansas. 
These are only samples of passing discontent of this character. 
The feeling out of which they grew has long since ceased to exist. 

Whatever mequality or injustice there may be in the taxation 
methods now in vogue in Califorma will be corrected—miust be 
corrected, for inequality or injustice cannot long exist in an 
American state—and the agitation for division will subside. The 
country is proud of California just as it is, and would not have it 
any different from what it ts.

Today, after less 
than three months, Spain has in the Riff more 
the Riff than 45,000 troops, with eighteen generals 
and thirty colonels. ..And the end 1s not vet, 
a |, for to assume that the scope of the Spanish 
operations was still that of a punitive — 
tion, an elaborate police measure for the protection of the mines 
would be simply idle. 

At one time a purely defensive program, it was completely 
changed by the reverse of General Pintos on the twenty-third of 
July, which showed conclusiv ely that Mt. Gourougou, the Rifhans’ 
point of refuge and vantage ground, must be taken at all costs. And 
here the campaign took an aggressive turn. ‘To surround the moun- 
tain was the first plan; then came the more ambitious one to extend 
operations as far as the castle of Selouan, the whilom capital of the 
defunct Rogui. But since the end of August a still more extensive 
plan has been followed by which Selouan is to be attacked from the 
east. On Aug. 26 the strategic point of the market of El-Arbaa 
was taken, and the sixth of September saw the occupation of 
Mohammed-Brahim, where the cisterns are of especial value to the 
invading army. The road to Selouan is now open. 

' What then? The question is asked in a number of places, above 
allin ez and in Paris. Fez hears of guesses that the ultimate object 
of the Spaniards is nothing short of Taza, the one-time stronghold 
®of the Rogui in the immediate vicinity of the capital. The rumor has 
it that the "Spanish advance is to be followed up by a railroad to Taza, 
whence an extension to Fez would be an easy and natural step. In 
Paris the rumor of such disconcerting push ts not yet taken seriously, 
but the French are beginning to find the growing extension of the 
Spanish operations inexplicable and frankly annoying as one Berber 
clan after another is prodded from its relative tranquillity by the 
Spanish advance. Thus the march on Selouan will mean a severe 
clash with the clan of the Beni-Bou-Ifrouh, occupying the mining 
region, a clan that has hitherto kept out of the fray. The fact is that 
the Algerian borderland and the Oudjda territory occupied by the 
French are too near the Spanish sphere of operations not to be increas- 
ingly affected by them. 

Obviously, the Spaniards see in the Riff campaign a rare chance 
for rehabilitating their prestige in the eves of the world and in their 
own. But even though the reports are now highly favorable to the 
Spanish arms, the turn matters are taking 1s regrettable. Instead of 
making for a solution it is distinctly he: ding for more Morocean com- 
plications. In these circumstances, it would not be the worst news 
if the Spaiiiards actually prepared to take Tetuan, on the extreme 
west of the Riff. That might easily involve British interests, and a 
prompt delimitation would follow. The changed Moroccan situation 
is ripe for renewed clarification on the basis of the peace pact con- 
cluded three years ago between France, Spain and Great Britain.

There is something more than passing enthusiasm behind the 
proposition that the study of aeronautics is bound within a very 
short time to command as many students as any other branch 
modern engineering.

THE reopening school year invariably calls 
to mind the debt we owe to our. school 
teachers, who in so many instances tol so 
patiently and faithfully to free the youthful 
thought of our land from the bondage of 
ignorance and sloth. Few occupations ofter 
less in the way of monetary compensation, 
considering the amount of application re- 
quired, than does this bustness of teaching 
school. The great army of laborers thejvorld 
over, who serve in this capacity, can ‘testify to the trials encountered, 
and often to lack of support from the parents in whose behalf so 
largely the teachers do their work. 

America’s. greatness and prosperity is unmistakably due in a 
large measure to the good and helpful influence exerted by the 
teachers of our public schools. The immigrant with his large family 
is perhaps most indebted of all to our teachers. They take his 
children in hand and usually within a surprisingly short space of - 
time instruct them in the speech and manners of their adopted 
country. Many the tale that could be told of unselfishness and 
practical charity of the teacher who refuses to consider her whole 
duty fulfilled in the work of the school room. In times of need the 
supply of the children’s homes is often made through gifts from the 
teacher’s purse and through her loving help. 

Aside from this phase of the situation, the debt which we as a 
growing country owe to those -who labor to educate our rising 
generation is incalculable, and too much can hardly be said in recogni 
tion of this fact. The more we are able to make knowledge of the 
right sort universal, the faster we shall advance along all lines of 
human endeavor. The potent help of our public schools and of those 
who labor therein is indispensable to the accomplishment of this end. 
Our schools and our school teachers form a bulwark of national 
strength that is of prime importance.

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AMONG the influences that: work for a better 
standard of civilization 1s that which finds 
expression in the good roads movement. The 
demand for easier, more expeditious, more 
economical communication is one of the 
signs of a vigorous national life. Considera- 
tion of the problems before the good roads 
convention now in session at Cleveland will | 
involve practical statesmanship. Objectors | 
to nationalizing the efforts for highway 1m- — 
provement have asserted that roads are local, not national concerns. 
Questions of economics, defense, deli mails, all national in 
their scope, are intricately dependent on/public roads. It is difficult 
to believe that these things can be made merely local issues. Inter- 
communication between the various sections indicates a community of 
interest that cannot be made dependent on the ability of the various 
localities to maintain uniformity of thoroughfares. 

Good highways, by making markets and stores accessible, render 
rural districts habitable. Experience in New England has shown a 
doubling and trebling of property values where state roads have 
penetrated. 

Distinct advances in the art of road building have resulted from 
the past vear’s experiments, and more light will probably be thrown 
on the subject by the Cleveland deliberations. Macadam, within 
recent vears, Was considered the last word in this sort of construction. 
It was thought to be well nigh indestructible. Then came the swift 
automobile. and costly roads almost disintegrated in a_ season. 
Surfacing with tar, molasses and concrete combinations has advanced 
to the practical stage: and the day seems to have been saved for the 
macadam road. Not only is it more durable, but the “surfaced”’ 
road proves far more acceptable to the horse. which shunned the 
less vielding surface, and the tourist 1s spared the whirling dust 
clouds. 

The federal government maintains a bureau of experts who 
assist state and town authorities by advice and supervision. The 
promoters of the good roads movement hope to include constructive 
work in the activities of the central government. Many progressive 
legislators are reported to favor the plan, and the present conference 
will undoubtedly make a strong effort to secure favorable legislation 
during the coming congressional session.
